looks down a mile deep, thirteen miles 
across it. painted in colors of a rain 
bow, 217 miles long. It i.s hard to 
think that the great Colorado River 

with its terrific (iitting power of mov- 
ing sand and gravel, according to (he 

United States Government estimates, 

carries by a given point each twenty- 
four hours about one million tons of 
silt; also that on the back ol a trail 
mule one can leave in snow on the 
south rim, go down into the base ol 

the Canyon by late afternoon and be 
able to pick tigs in a tropical climate 
at the Phantom Ranch.
